1 .3. 1 7. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1 , wherein the cryptographic 
device is configured for decrypting data. 
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1 .4. 25. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, further comprising the step 

of loading the user transaction data related to a user into a cryptographic device when 

the user requests to operate on a value bearing item.

6. Applicant's arguments in the action filed 12/11/2007, relative to claims 1, 3-23, 
25-37 has been found persuasive in light of the limitations of claims 1 and 22, and 
agreement reached on the telephone interview conducted 2/22/2008 (please see the 
attached Interview Summary). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Amended claims 1, 3-23, 25-37, now re-numbered as claims 1-35 are allowed. 



Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
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8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims are allowed in view of the prior amendments and for reasons 
argued by applicant filed 12/1 1/2007. In particular, prior art of record fails to disclose the 
four states, namely the raw state, the unleased state, the assigned state, and the leased 
state, all of which are specifically defined in the Specification. 

Dependent claims depend upon the independent claims, which include the 
above-mentioned features. 

None of the prior art of record, either taken by itself or in any combination, would have 
anticipated or made obvious the invention of the present application at or before the 
time it was filed.
